SALISBURY,  May  24,  1849. 

This  being  the  day  and  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  Thirty-third 
Annual  Convention  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina,  the  attending  Clergy  and  Lay  Delegates  assembled 
in  St.  Luke's  Church  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  the  Convention.

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  J.  A.  Shepherd;  the  Ante- 
Communion  Service  by  the  Bishop,  and  a  Sermon  preached  by  the 
Rev.  A.  A.  Watson,  from  the  Epistle  of  Jude,  11th  verse. 

3  o'clock  p.  m. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  Rules  of  Order  of  the  last  Convention  were  adopted  for  the  govi 
eriiment  of  this. 

The  Bishop  appointed  the  tbllowing  to  constitute  the  Relief  Fund 
Committee,  viz:   Rev.  Mr.  Benton,  and  Messrs.  London  and  Strange. 

The  Bishop  then  read  his  Annual  Address,  as  follows,  which  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church: 

Brethren  of  the  Convention:  The  providence  of  God  hindered 
my  presence  with  you  at  your  last  meeting.  A  sudden  and  dangerous 
illness  arrested  the  progress  of  my  visitation  at  Edenton, — where,  in 
the  tiimily  of  my  venerated  friend — the  late  Josiah  Collins.  Esq. — I 
was  confined  to  my  room  for  nearly  two  months.  Under  ordinary  cir- 
cutnstances  the  chances  of  recovery  would  have  been  very  small.  Bui 
the  eminent  skill  ajid  unwearied  vigilance  of  my  physician,  with  the 
self-sacrificing  devotion  of  my  friends,  were  made  effectual,  under  God, 
to  the  subduing  of  my  disease.  Still  its  prostrating  effects  remained 
during  the  succeeding  summer,  disabling  me  from  all  regular  discharge 
of  official  duty.  A  resort,  however,  for  the  hot  months  to  the  sea-shore 
for  bathing  and  bracing  air,  so  far  restored  me  (and  here  I  record  my 
devout  thanks  to  God,)  as  to  enable  me  by  the  first  of  September  to  re* 
surae  my  duties;  since  which  time,  though  with  slight  interruptions 
from  the  effects  of  my  sickness,  1  have  not  failed,  to  the  best  of  my 
power,  to  administer  to  the  wants  of  my  Diocese. 

The  following  is  the  sum  of  my  official  acts,  which  the  canon  requires 
me  to  submit  to  this  convention. 

During  the  months  of  July  and  August  I  was  permitted  to  hold  two 
ordinations — one  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  New  York;  the  olher  in  Trini^ 
ty  Church,  New  Haven.  On  the  former  occasion,  1  admitted  to  the 
holy  order  of  priesthood  the  Rev.  William  H.  Harison,  a  Deacon  trans* 
ferred  to  me  from  New  York.  On  the  latter,  by  the  request  of  the 
venerable  Bishop  of  Connecticut,  I  admitted  to  the  same  order  the 
Rev.  O.  S.  Prescott,  and  the  Rev.  IL  Edwards. 

On  the  last  week  in  August  I  started  for  my  Diocese,  and  was  able 
to  arrive  at  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Henderson,  in  time  to 
hold  service  on  Sunday  morning,  the  11th  after  Trinity. 

The  following  Sunday  i  officiated  in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh,  in  the 
morning,  and  in  the  Chapel  of  St.  Mary's  School  in  the  afternoon. 
2 
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The  Sunday  after,  in  St.  Matthew's  Church,  Hillsborough;  officiated 
twice,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion  in  the  morning. 
From  this  Parish,  1  proceeded  to  the  Churches  in  the  Mountains. 
Arrived  at  Wilkesborough  on  Saturday,  23d  September.  OtBciated 
in  the  evening  at  a  private  house,  and  confirmed  tour  persons.  The 
next  day,  14th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  officiated  at  the  same  place,  and 
administered  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  at'ternoon,  ofificiated  at  the 
Court  House. 

The  few  friends  of  the  Church  here  have  shown  a  laudable  zeal  in 
providing  the  means  for  the  erection  of  a  small  but  suitable  Church, 
which  1  am  informed  is  now  ready  for  consecration. 

Previous  to  my  arrival  at  this  place,  I  had  learned,  with  a  good  deal 
of  concern,  that  some  of  the  members  of  the  Church  had  been  made 
seriously  to  suffi?r  in  their  rights  as  citizens,  on  the  ground  of  their  re- 
ligious principles;  and  that  the  excitement  against  them  had  been 
brought  about  by  the  imprudent  and  arrogant  claims  set  up  by  the  Mis- 
sionary. Upon  strict  inquiry  of  unprejudiced  ])ersons,  I  found,  indeed, 
that  our  people  in  some  cases,  had  sutiered  for  their  religion;  but  I  am 
in  justice  bound  to  add,  that  not  the  slightest  proof  appeared,  beyond 
fidelity  in  quietly  setting  forth  the  simple  truths  of  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  to  justify  the  idea  that  the  persecution  had  l^een  occasioned  by 
the  indiscretion  of  the  Clergyman.  The  truth  is,  in  this  day  of  boasted 
liberty,  the  most  sacred  of  all  rights — the  rights  of  conscience — are 
sacriliced,  with  shameless  indifference,  on  the  altar  of  political  ambi. 
tion. 

From  this  place,  I  went  to  Valle  Crucis,  where  I  had  the  gratifica- 
tion of  finding,  during  this  visit,  things  in  a  much  more  orderly  and 
prosperous  condition  than  on  any  former  one;  that  every  thing  in  the 
religious  department  was  conducted  in  strict  agreement  with  our  Litur- 
gy; and  that  in  the  secular,  the  self-denying  labour  with  thrir  own 
hands  of  the  brethren,  with  an  occasional  gift  from  some  kind  friend, 
was  securing  to  them  a  coarse  subsistence,  and  keeping  them  from 
debt;  whilst  in  the  missionary  field,  prejudice  was  giving  way,  earnest 
inquiry  increasing,  and  the  spirit  of  truth  manifestly  gaining  ground. 

On  the  18th  Sunday  after  Tiinily,  I  officiated  in  the  Chapel  erected 
by  the  mem])ers  of  the  establishment,  to  a  large  and  serious  congrega- 
tion, confirmed  five  persons  and  ce!ebrat(;d  the  Holy  Con)mutiion. 

For  the  quieting  of  some  minds  disturbed  by  unfounded  rumors,  I  beg 
the  Diocese  to  be  assured  that,  at  this  religious  h»)use,  no  doctrine  will 
be  taught  or  practice  allowed  which  is  not  in  accordance  with  the  prin- 
ciples and  usages  of  our  branch  of  the  Holy  Catholic  Church,  contained 
in  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer.  And  fmthermore,  that  the  property 
of  tlie  establishment  has  been  secured  to  the  Church,  lor  the  use  of  the 
n)ission  on  the  above  specified  condition. 

On  the  10th  Sunday  after  Trinity,  I  officiated  in  Grace  Church,  Mor- 
ganton,  twice;  in  the  morning,  confirmed  six  persons,  and  admitted  the 
Rev.  J.  C.  Husko  to  the  Holy  Order  of  Priests.  The  Rev.  Messrs. 
Prout  and  Parker  being  present  and  assisting  in  the  services.  The 
faithful  Rector  must  allow  me,  thus  publicly,  to  bid  him  God  speed  in 
the  work  so  eminently  prospering  under  his  hand.

On  Friday  night,  the  10th  of  October,  I  officiated  in  St.  Luke's 
Church,  Lincolnton,  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

Sunday,  17th  after  Trinity,  I  passed  at  Alocksville,  Davie  county; 
consecrated  St.  Phih'p's  Church  in  that  village,  administered  the  Holy 
Communion,  and  confirmed  one  person. 

The  next  day,  13ih,  otficiated  in  St.  Luke's  Church,  Salisbury,  and 
confirmed  one  person. 

14th,  at  night,  in  the  Court  House  at  Lexington,  I  confirmed  two 
persons,     A  Church  here  is  greatly  needed. 

The  following  Sunday,  (18th  after  Trinity,)  I  officiated  at  Chapel 
Hill;  consecrated  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Cross  in  that  village,  and  ad- 
ministered the  Holy  Communion.  This  act  gave  me  peculiar  satisfac- 
tion, as  the  completion  of  the  hopes  and  prayers  of  a  most  valued  bro- 
ther,  and  also  of  a  work  promising  in  itself  most  essential  advantages 
to  the  Diocese. 

From  this  place,  in  answer  to  a  call  of  business,  I  went  to  New  York. 

While  there,  I  officiated  in  Trinity  and  St.  Luke's  Churches; — on  my 
way  back,  in  St.  James's,  St.  Peter's,  and  Trinity  Churches,  Philadel- 
phia. Between  my  arrival  in  Raleigh  and  my  leaving,  before  the  3d 
Sunday  in  Advent  on  a  visitation,  I  officiated  twice  in  Christ  Church  of 
that  city,  and  twice  in  the  Chapel  of  St.  Mary's  School. 

I'he  3d  Sunday  in  Advent  I  passed  at  Warrenton,  officiated  twice, 
confirmed  four  persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

St.  Thomas's  Day,  officiated  at  Louisburg. 

4th  Sunday  in  Advent,  in  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Innocents,  Hen- 
derson, and  confirmed  three  persons.  The  next  day,  (Christmas,)  I 
passed  in  this  Church,  and  with  my  friend  John  S.  Eaton,  Esq. 

Thursday  after  Christmas,  I  laid  the  corner-stone  of  Christ  Church, 
Raleigh,  a  building  greatly  needed,  and  designed  to  take  the  place  of 
the  small  one  which,  for  many  .years,  has  afforded  insufficient  accom- 
modations for  that  growing  Parish.  The  new  building,  if  constructed 
on  the  plan  proposed,  will  not  only  meet  the  present  want,  but  be  a 
monument  of  the  liberality  and  sound  Church-feeling  of  the  Parish. 

The  three  following  Sundays  I  officiated  either  in  Christ  Church,  or 
the  Chapel  of  St.  Mary's  School. 

The  3d  Sunday  after  Epiphany  I  passed  in  the  Parish  of  St.  Stephen, 
Oxford.  Officiated  twice,  confirmed  three  persons,  and  administered 
Holy  Communion.  Tuesday  following  officiated  in  St.  John's  Ckurch, 
Williamsborough,  and  confirmed  one  person,  privately. 

On  the  festival  of  the  conversion  of  St.  Paul,  I  instituted  the  Rev. 
Donald  McLeod  into  the  Rectorship  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Inno- 
cents,  Henderson. 

From  this  place  I  went  to  Fayetlevilie,  where  on  the  4th  Sunday  af- 
ter Epiphany  and  the  previous  and  following  days,  I  officiated  six  limes, 
confirmed  20  persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Hero 
I  met  a  number  of  my  Clergy,  and  was  greatly  comforted  in  finding  an 
entire  unanimity  in  favour  of  daily  public  Prayer,  and  in  uniting  in  it  as 
established  by  the  devoted  Rector  of  St.  John's  Church. 

Septuagesima  Sunday  I  passed  at  Rockfish  Factory,  where,  in  Christ 
Church,  I  officiated,  confirmed  15  persons,  and  administered  the  Holy 
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Communion.  I  ciinnot  forbear  expressing  my  thanks  to  God  for  send- 
ing to  this  place  such  a  self-denying  a!id  etficient  Missionary,  as  the 
Rev.  Mr.  Benton. 

From  Feb'y  7th  to  Monday  12th,  including  Sexagesima  Sunday,  I 
was  in  the  Parish  of  St.  James's,  Wilmington.  Officiated  six  times  in 
St.  James's  Church,  confirmed  18  persons,  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion.  I  was  thankful  too  for  the  encouragement  I  here  had  to 
believe  that  daily  morning  Prayer  would  soon  be  established. 

The  next  Sunday,  and  Ashe  Wednesday,  I  officiated  at  the  Chapel 
of  St.  Mary's  School,  and  at  Trinity  School. 

On  the  1st  Sunday  in  Lent,  I  officiated  in  Christ  Church,  Raleigh, 
in  the  morning,  and  at  Trinity  School  in  the  evening. 

On  the  Wednesday  following,  (Ember-Day)  I  ordained,  in  Christ 
Church,  Raleigh,  Thomas  F.  Davis,  Jr.  to  the  holy  order  of  Deacons. 

The  next  day  officiated  in  Chapel  at  St.  Mary's  School,  and  confirm- 
ed 16  persons. 

2d  Sunday'in  Lent,  officiated  twice  in  Calvary  Church,  Tarborough, 
and* administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  next  day,  .5th  March,  officiated  at  Falkland,  Pitt  county,  and 
confirmed  one  person,  and  administered  Holy  Communion. 

Tuesday  6th,  officiated  at  Greenville,  Pitt  county,  and  confirmed  one 
person,  and  administered  Holy  Communion.  I  was  gratified  on  being 
able  to  hold  the  services  here  in  a  new  and  appropriate  building, 
which,  under  the  zeal  and  faithfulness  of  the  Missionary,  and  of  the 
few  pious  supporters  of  the  Church,  is  nearly  ready  for  consecration. 

Thursday,  8th,  at  Pugh's  Chapel,  officiated,  confirmed  two  persons, 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

From  the  next  day  till  following  Tuesday,  including  .3d  Sunday  in 
Lent,  I  was  in  the  Parish  of  Christ  Church,  Newbern,  officiated  in  the 
Church  six  times,  confirmed  five  persons,  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion. 

Wednesday,  14th,  officiated  in  Trinity  Church,  Beaufort  county, 
confirmed  four  persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  following  Thursday,  Friday  and  Saturday,  with  4th  Sunday  in 
Lent,  I  officiated  six  times  in  St.  Peter's  Church,  Washington,  confirm- 
ed 20  persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

On  Thursday  morning,  15th,  I  officiated  in  Zion  Chapel,  Beaufort 
county. 

Tuesday,  20th,  in  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Bath,  officiated  and  admin- 
istered  the  Holy  Communion. 

r  was  disappointed,  from  the  violence  of  the  wind,  in  not  })eing  able 
to  cross  to  St.  John's,  Durham's  Creek,  to  fulfil  my  appointment  there 
the  next  day. 

Friday,  23d,  officiated  at  night  in  Grace  Church,  Plymouth,  and  con. 
firmed  three  persons.  The  next  morning,  officiated  in  the  same  Church, 
and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

5th  Sunday  in  Lent,  officiated  in  St.  Luke's,  Locust  Grove,  and  con- 
firmed  ten  persons. 

Palm  Sunday  and  Passion  Week,  I  spent  at  Lake  Scuppernong,  a. 
mong  the  interesting  colored  congregation  on  the  estate  of  Messrs,  Col. 
lins  and  Petti^rew, 
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Officiated  on  Palm  Sunday,  and  also  on  Good  Friday,  and  confirmed 
five  persons. 

Easter  Sunday,  officiated  at  Pettigrew's  Chapel;  confirmed  nine  per- 
sons and  administered  the  Holy  Communion. 

The  next  day,  in  the  same  Parish,  and  confirmed  a  sick  person  in 
private. 

Thursday,  April  12,  officiated  in  the  Court  House  at  Hertford;  con- 
firmed one*  person  nnd  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  Here  I 
partook  in  the  encouraoemeut  of  our  brother  at  the  prospect  of  soon 
having  a  suitable  Church. 

The  next  day,  olliciated  in  a  School  house  at  Woodville,  Perquimons 
county,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  I  was  glad  to  find, 
that  here  too  steps  are  being  taken  to  provide  a  proper  place  of  worship. 

The  1st  Sunday  after  Easter,  and  till  the  following  Wednesday,  I 
was  in  the  Parish  of  Christ  Church,  Elizabeth  City.  Officiated  four 
times — once  to  the  colored  people — confirmed  five  persons  and  admin- 
istered  the  Holy  Communion.  Our  brother  here  is  adding  much  to  his 
ministerial  usefulness,  by  his  supervision  of  a  Parochial  School. 

On  2d  Sunday  after  Easter,  and  two  previous  days,  officiated  in  St. 
Paul's  Church,  Edenton,  four  times. 

During  Morning  Service  on  Sunday,  I  admitted  to  the  Holy  Order  of 
Priesthood,  the  Rev.  Cnas.  A.  Maison.  In  the  evening,  confirmed  fif- 
teen persons.  The  next  day,  confirmed  a  sick  person  privately.  The 
Parochial  School  in  this  Parish  is  doing  credit  to  the  Rector  and  his 
people,  in  its  decided  benefits  to  the  Church. 

On  Friday,  the  20th,  I  officiated  in  St.  Timothy's  Chapel,  on  the  es- 
tate of  Joshua  Skinner,  Esq.,  whose  interest  in  the  christian  instruction 
of  his  slaves  deserves  every  encouragement.  Here  I  confirmed  eleven 
persons.  A  congregation,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Rector  of  St. 
Paul's,  is  about  to  be  formed  in  this  neighljorhood,  under  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Maison,  and  promises  an  important  extension  of  the  benefits  of  the  Gos- 
pel  in  the  Church  in  that  region. 

On  St.  Mark's  Day,  at  GatesvlUe,  officiated  in  the  Court  House; 
confirmed  one  person  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  It  is 
hoped  that,  by  God's  blessing  on  the  zeal  of  the  few  friends  of  the 
Church  here,'  I  may  find  on  my  next  visitation,  should  God  spare  me,  a 
more  commodious  and  fitting  place  of  worship. 

Friday,  27th,  officiated  in  St.  Thomas's  Church,  Windsor;  confirmed 
two  persons,  and  administered  the  Holy  Communion.  The  interest  of 
the  Church  in  this  county  demands  the  tull  services  of  a  Clergyman. 

3d  Sunday  after  Easter,  otnciated  in  the  Coiirt  House  at  Jackson, 
Northampton  county;  confirmed  two  persons  and  administered  the  Holy 
Communion.  The  friends  of  the  Church  here  are  making  what,  I 
trust,  by  God's  blessing,  will  prove  a  successful  effort  to  build  a 
Church. 

On  the  evening  of  the  same  Sunday,  I  officiated  at  the  house  of 
Henry  K.  Burgwyn,  Esq.,  and  confirmed  7  colored  persons.  Mr.  Hur« 
gwyn  is  making  very  laudable  effi)rts  to  christianize  his  slaves,  which 
thus  far  have  proved  eminently  successful. 

On  St.  Philip's  and  St.  Jairies's  Day,  I  officiated  in  Trinity  Church, 
Scotland  Neck,  and  confirmed  three  persons. 
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On  mj-  way  from  this  place  to  Ralcifrh,  I  vi.sited  the  Roctor  of  Em- 
nmnuel  Church,  Warreiiton,  and  was  cheered  to  iind  the  blesssing  of 
daily  public  Prayer  enjoyed  hy  his  Parish. 

5th  Sunday  after  Easter,  officiated  in  Christ  Church,  and  confirmed 
six  persons. 

Saturday,  19th  May,  officiated  in  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Cross, 
Chapel  Hill,  and  confirmed  seven  persons.  Atler  service  in  the  Church, 
confirmed  a  sick  person  at  a  private  house. 

Sunday  after  Ascension,  officiated  in  St.  Bartholomew's  Church, 
Pittsijorough,  and  confirmed  three  persons. 

From  which,  it  will  be  seen,  that  during  the  past  year  I  have 
preached  one  hundred  and  eleven  times — confirmed  233  persons — cel- 
ebrated the  Holy  Communion  42  times — ordained  5  Priests  and  one 
Deacon — instituted  one  Rector — consecrated  two  Churches,  and  laid 
the  corner  stone  of  one  in  the  progress  of  building; — making,  with  a 
manifestly  increased  earnestness  in  the  spiritual  life,  a  result  as  favora- 
ble at  least  as  that  of  any  former  year  of  my  Episcopate. 

'J'he  changes  among  the  Clergy  during  the  past  year  are  as  follows: 

The  Rev.  William  Snowden,  who,  before  the  last  Convention,  had 
left  St.  Peter's  Church,  Washington,  is  officiating  at  Hertfjrd,  Per- 
quirnons  county,  and  Gatesville,  Gates  county. 

The  Rev.  Donald  McLeod  has  left  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Inno- 
cents, and  removed  to  New  York. 

The  Rev.  William  H.  Harison  has  been  received  into  the  Diocese 
from  the  Diocese  of  New  York,  and  is  officiating  at  St.  Thomas's 
Church,  Windsor,  and  in  Northampton  county. 

The  Rev.  N.  Collin  Hughes  has,  with  my  advice,  ceased  to  officiate 
in  Lenoir  county,  and  extended  the  field  of  his  labor  in  Pitt  county. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Passmore,  who,  at  the  last  Convention,  had  been  tem- 
porarily employed  in  Beautbrt  county,  has  since  confined  his  services 
to  the  W^ataga  Mission,  at  or  near  Valle  Crucis. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Parham,  who,  from  ill  health,  had  been  for  some  time 
disabled  from  service,  has  been  recently  employed  at  Trinity  School, 
near  Raleigh. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Hubl)ard  has  left  Trinity  School,  and  accepted  an  ap- 
pointment to  a  Professorship  at  Chapel  Hill. 

The  Rev.  John  J.  Roberts  has  left  St.  Bartholomew's  Church,  Pitts- 
Ijorough,  and  with  my  consent,  gone  on  a  tour  of  health  and  improve, 
inent  to  England.  The  Rev.  A.  F.  Olmsted  has  removed  from  Chapel 
Hill,  and  taken  the  place  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Roberts. 

The  Rev.  Thos.  F.  Davis,  recently  ordained  Deacon,  is  officiating 
for  the  present  at  the  Chapel  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Chapel  Hill. 

The  Rev.  O.  S.  Prescott  has  removed  from  St.  Philip's  Church, 
Mocksville,  and  been  kept  from  stated  service  during  the  W^inter,  owing 
to  ill  health. 

The  present  number  of  Clergy  connected  with  the  Diocese  is,  a 
Bishop,  34  Presbyters,  and  6  Deacons, — making  in  all  41. 

The  number  of  candidates  fi)r  Holy  Orders  is  six,  as  follows:  Frede- 
rick  Fitzgerald,  Richard  H.  Mason,  Joseph  A.  Murphy,  Rich'd  Barber, 
J.  Jacocks,  and  Chandler  Berrien. 
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I  trust  that  I  may  Ije  allowed,  in  conclusion,  to  express  to  you,  Breth- 
ren, the  gratification  I  felt  at  the  last  meeting  of  our  Missionary  Com- 
mittee, on  discovering  the  evidences  of  increased  zeal  in  behalf  of  oui" 
Diocesan  Missions — evidences  given  in  the  only  legitimate  way — that  of 
decided  increase  in  our  weekly  offerings.  My  counsel  is  "Be  not  wea- 
ry in  well  doing."  And  my  prayer,  as  my  blessing,  is,  "The  Lord 
bless  you  and  keep  you;  the  Lord  make  His  face  to  shine  upon  you, 
and  be' gracious  unto  you;  the  Lord  lilt  up  His  countenance  upon  you, 
and  give  you  peace,  both  now  and  evermore."

6  have  been  confirmed — 2  (lads)  belonging  to  our  community,  2  from 
those  baptised,  and  2  who  had  been  baptised  in  infancy. 

There  is  a  Class  of  4  from  the  mountaineers,  to  receive  confirmation 
at  your  next  visitation,  and  perhaps  2  or  3  from  our  community. 

All  that  were  confirmed,  were  admitted  to  the  Blessed  Sacrament. 
3  have  removed  from  the  valley;  1  has  been  suspended.  The  present 
number  is  18,  of  which  9  are  members  of  our  community. 
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There  have  been  2  marriages,  neither  of  them  of  members  of  the

The  Clergy  who  officiate  at  the  different  Stations,  report  each  for 
himselt',  saving  the  statistics  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Cross,  which 
are  here  given.

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labors  and  attention  to  Calvary  Church,  Wadesborough,  and  St.  Peter'-? 
Church,  Charlotte,  for  a  much  ]on<rer  time,  but  I  was  again  suddenly 
disabled  trom  performing  ministerial  duty  by  an  attack  of  bodily  afflic- 
tion. The  next  post  of  duty  assigned  me  was  to  go  and  take  charge  of 
'j'rinity  School.  Here  I  am  at  piesent  engaged.  In  addition  to  the 
superior  advantages  which  this  Institution  offers  as  a  School  and  a 
home  for  the  sons  of  the  Church,  much  may  be  here  done  for  the  reli- 
gious instruction  and  moral  improvement  of  the  neighborhood  around.

REPORT  of  the  Rev.  II.  H.  Prouf.,  Missionary  at  Yalle  Crucis. 

My  missionary  services  have  been  at  the  several  stations  in  this 
neighborhood  where  I  have  formerly  labored.  Much  improvement  has 
})een  effected  in  the  religious  condition  of  the  people  of  this  section 
within  the  year.  The  Church  is  felt  to  be  jbermanently  fixed  here,  and 
is  consequently  exerting  a  steady  influence  on  the  population.  Through 
the  Church  the  Gospel  is  preached  to  the  poor,  and  many  of  them  are 
rejoicing  in  its  consolations;  while  the  irreligious  are  constrained  to 
confess  the  impressiveness  of  the  truth  when  clearly  and  consistently 
manifested.  The  hopes  of  the  members  and  friends  of  this  Mission  are 
beginning  to  be  realized;  and  we  are  cheered  while  we  wish  only  to 
work  in  quietness  and  faith.  We  derive  new  confidence  of  final  suc- 
cess in  our  work  by  witnessing  continually  the  entire  adaptation  of  the 
arrangements  of  the  Church  to  the  wants  and  capacities  of  a  plain  and 
utieducatcd  people.

The  Report  of  the  Executive  Missionary  Committee  was  read,  as 
follows,  and,  on  motion,  referred  to  the  Standing  Missionary  Committee: 
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REPORT  of  the  Executive  Missionary  Committee. 

In  reporting  to  the  Convention  the  business  of  the  last  year,  the  Ex- 
ecutive Committee  have  the  satisfaction  to  annonnce  a  decided  improve, 
ment  in  the  condition  of  their  trust.  By  the  increased  contributions  to 
this  Fund,  they  have  been  enabled  to  meet  the  liabilities  for  the  year 
now  being  closed  without  encroaching  on  the  resources  properly  appli- 
cable to  the  year  before  them.  U'his  is  a  more  encouraging  state  ot' 
their  department  than  the  Committee  have  heretofore  been  able  to  re- 
port. Our  Missionaries  quieted  in  their  claims,  will  return  to  their  re- 
spective lields,  under  cheering  evidence  afforded  of  the  confidence  and 
affection  in  which  they  are  held  by  the  Church,  and  of  the  deep  interest 
and  appreciation  so  generally  manifested  in  the  object  of  their  toil. 

The  Committee,  in  these  Annual  Reports,  have  thought  themselves 
authorized — if  not  bound  by  the  spirit  of  their  Irust — to  go  beyond  the 
mere  detail  of  business  transactions  and  to  press  the  claims  of  this  de- 
partment to  a  more  general  and  undivided  support.  This  service  will 
now  properly  devolve  on  the  special  Missionary  Committee.  It  is  pos- 
sible, however,  the  repetition  of  these  persuasive  appeals  may  be 
deemed  by  some  too  frequent,  if  not  obtrusive.  But  though  hazarding 
this  imputation,  the  Committee  will  venture  to  say,  that  the  advanced 
ground  they  now  occupy  ought  to  be,  and  they  humbly  Uwsiwill  be, 
sustained.  Lamentable  indeed  would  be  relapse  into  a  former  state — 
so  embarrassing  to  the  Committee;  so  trying  to  our  Missionaries  in 
disappointment  and  delay.  Christians,  by  divine  appointment,  are  now 
the  Ministering  Angels  to  them  that  are  sent.  Their  own  true  interest 
and  their  highest  honor  are  bound  with  the  cheerful  assumption  of  this 
ministrative  Office  and  right  performance  of  its  duties.  Remissness 
here,  on  our  part,  is  as  though  the  Angels  of  the  Covenant  appointed  tit 
minister  unto  our  Lord  were  chargeable  with  the  folly  of  neglect.  \\\ 
earnest  desire  to  extend  and  to  sustain  the  blessing  of  the  Church  nju.-t 
iorever  keep  pace  with  an  enlightened  estimation  of  the  Religion  we 
protess.  This  Religion  cannot  be  severed  without  violence  from  an 
active  and  diffusive  kindne'=!s.  As  we  devoutly  contemplate  the  ho!v 
Mystery  of  our  Redemption,  a  mindfulness  "to  do  good  and  to  communi- 
cate" spontaneously  arises.  Neither  our  hearts  nor  our  bands  can  re- 
main shut  under  the  most  persuasive  of  all  appeals:  that  ''with  such 
sacrifices  God  is  well  pleased."

Whereas,  the  Bequest  of  the  late  Miss  Elizabeth  Auld  to  the  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese,  in  these  words,  3rd:  "I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Bishop 
of  the  Protestant  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  to^bo  used 
for  Missionary  purjDoses  in  the  said  Diocese,  Five  Shares  of  Stock  hi 
the  Cape  Fear  Bank,"— will  involve  sundry  business  transactiona  re- 
latin<T  thereto,  and  also  a  business  supervision,  essential  to  the  securlfy 
of  said  bequest  and  re-investment  of  the  same  as  circumstances  may 
require,  in  order  to  give  effect  to  the  pious  intention  of  the  Testatrix;— 
and,  whereas,  such  provision  as  is  here  contemplated  may  tend  to  en- 
courage others  of  like  mind,  to  remember  the  needy  Church  of  God  in 
the  final  distribution  of  their  affairs.     Therefore 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  of  this  Convention  be,  ex  officio,  the 
appointed  Agent  of  this  Body  to  confer  with  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
on  all  business  matters  which  may  concern  the  security  of  this  or  of 
such  other  bequests  as  may  hereafter  be  made. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  the  duty  of  said  Agent  to  report  to  this  Con- 
vention annually  the  existing  state  of  this  or  of  such  other  bequest  as 
may  hereafter  be  made. 

To  which  Mr.  John  H.  Haughton  moved  the  following  resolution  as 
an  amendment: 

Whereas,  the  members  of  this  Convention  have  learned  that  a  cer- 
tain legacy  has  been  left  by  the  late  Miss  Auld,  to  the  Bishop  of  this 
Diocese,  for  Missionary  purposes: 

Resolved,  That  Messrs.  John  W.  Wright  and  George  W.  Mordecai 
be  a  Committee  to  confer  \vilh  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  and  ascertain 
how  far  this  Convention  has  any  control  over  said  fund,  and  to  report 
to  the  next  Convention. 

Whereupon,  the  Chair  put  the  question,  Should  the  resolution  be 
amended?  which  was  decided  in  the  affirmative.  So  the  amendment 
was  substituted  for  the  resolutions,  by  a  motion  to  that  effect,  and  the 
resolution  as  amended  was  passed. 

Mr.  John  H.  Haughton  offered  the  following  resolution,  \vhich  was 
adopted: 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  Presi- 
dent,  to  act  in  the  absence  of  the  Bishop. 

Whereupon,  the  Rev.  Dr.  R.  S.  Mason  was  unanimously  elected. 
The  Convention  then  proceeded  to  the   election  of  the  Missionary 
Committee,  when  the  tbllowing  were  elected,  viz:  Rev.  J.  B.  Buxton, 
Rev.  R.  S.  Mason,  D.  D.,  John   W.  Wright,   Charles  T.  Haigh,  ar.d 
Charles  P.  Mallett. 

Also,  the  Standing  Committee  was  elected,  as  follows:  Rev.  Dr.  Ma- 
son.  Rev.  A.  Smedes,  Rev.  J.  B.  Buxton,  and  Messrs.  John  H.  Bryan 
and  John  S.  Eaton. 

The  Delegates  to  the  General  Convention  were  elected,  as  follows: 
Rev.  Dr.  Di^ne,  Rev.  Dr.  Mason,  Rev.  J.  B.  Buxton,  Rev.  C.  F.  Mc- 
Rae,  and  Messrs.  Josiah  Collins,  John  S.  Eaton,  Dr.  F.  J.  Hill,  and 
John  W.  Wright. 

On  motion,  the  Convention  adjourned  to  9  o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 
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SatlrdaYj  May  26. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

The  Uishop  being  prevented  from  attendance  by  reason  of  sickrtess, 
^he  Rev.  Dr.  Mason,  President  elect,  took  the  Chair,  and  opened  the 
-(Convention  with  Prayer. 

The  Rev.  J.  B.  Cheshire,  Ijeing  absent  from  indisposition,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  II.  A,  London,  Rev.  J.  A.  Shepherd  was  appointed  A^ssistant 
•Secretary.

These  statistics  being  compared  wilh  those  of  1847,  (there  being 
none  given  in  the  Report  of  1848,)  show  an  increase  of  3 1  of  the  Cler- 
gy, of  253  Communicants,  and  228  Baptisms. 

While  the  Committee  find  such  cause  of  thankfulness  to  God  for 
these  manifestations  of  the  Church's  increase,  they  deplore  tlie  exist- 
ence among  its  members  of  great  agitation  and  alarm,  arising  trom  the 
iaipression  that  doctrines  have  been  preached  not  in  accordance  with 
Ihe  Lilurgy  and  Articles  of  this  Church,  and  that  ceremonies  and  prac- 
tices have  been  introduced  either  unauthorized  by  the  customs  of  this 
(/hurch,  or  in  plain  violation  of  its  rubrics.  As  it  is  not  the  business 
of  the  Committee  to  say,  they  do  not  say,  v^hether  or  not  such  doctrines 
have  been  preached  or  such  practices  introduced;  but  they  state  as  theit* 
full  conviction,  that  whether  the  case  be  so  or  not,  the  far  greater  part 
(;f  the  Clergy  are  entirely  opposed  to  any  such  departure  from  the  doc- 
trines of  the  Church, — that  they  desire  the  introduction  of  no  ceremo- 
nies unauthorized  by  the  customs  of  this  Church,  and  are  still  less  tol- 
erant of  such  as  violate  the  rubrics.  Another  cause  of  alarm,  as  the 
Committee  believe,  has  been  found  in  the  supposition  that  a  society  has 
existed  in  this  Diocose,  whose  character,  rules  and  practices  are  at  va- 
liance  with  the  spirit  if  not  with  the  laws  of  this  Church.     The  Com- 
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n,ittee  have  assurance,  on  which  they  entivcly  rely,  that  no  such  society 
is  a.  presem  in  existence  in  th,s  Diocese.^^  ^^  ^^^^^^^  chainnan.

Whereas,  In  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Church, 
mention  is  made  of  certain  run)ors  of  doctrines  and  practices  not  in  ac- 
c(jrdance  with  the  principles  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church:  And 
whereas,  while  in  the  opinion  of  this  Convention  the  Church  encour- 
atres  her  members  to  seek,  whenever  necessary,  the  godly  counsel  and 
advice  of  her  pastors,  yet  she  no  where  requires  the  practice  of  auricu- 
lar confession  and  private  absolution:  And  whereas,  in  the  language  of 
the  late  Bishop  Hobart,  '"the  Church  of  Rome  makes  auricular  confes- 
sion, the  private  confession  to  the  Priest,  by  every  individual,  of  ail  his 
sins  of  thought,  word,  and  deed,  an  indispensable  condition  of  forgive- 
ness,— the  Churchman  justly  deems  auricular  confession,  and  private 
absolution,  an  encroachment  on  the  rights  of  conscience — an  invasion 
of  the  prerogative  of  the  Searcher  of  hearts — and,  with  some  exceptions, 
hostile  to  domestic  and  social  happiness,  and  licentious  and  corrupting 
in  its  tendency:"  And  whereas^  a  communication  from  the  Right  Rev. 
Bishop  of  this  Diocese  has  been  made  to  the  Clergy  during  this 
Convention,  expressing  his  views,  which  this  Convention  have  heard 
with  great  satisfaction,  and  to  which  they  desire  to  give  extended  circu- 
lation.     Therefore 

Rasohed,  That  1000  copies  of  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the 
State  of  the  Church,  together  with  the  Charge  of  the  Bishop  and  this 
Preamble,  be  published  in  Pamphlet  form,  and  distributed  by  the  Secre- 
tary to  the  different  Parishes. 

The  Report  of  the  Relief  Committee  was  called  up,  read,  and  adopted, 
as  follows: 

REPORT  of  the  Committee  on  the  Relief  Fund. 

The  Committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  subject  of  the  relief  of 
disabled  Clergymen,  and  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  Cler- 
gymen, respectfully  report:  Of  disabled  Clergymen  there  are  none  at 
f)resent  having  claims  upon  the  sympathy  and  support  of  the  Church. 
There  ai-e  now  connected  with  this  Diocese  tv»-o  widows  of  deceased 
(Clergymen,  one  of  whom  has  a  family  of  four  children.  The  amount 
of  m<jneys  contributed  tor  their  relief  from  the  Convention  of  May  1848, 
to  the  j)resent  date,  is  ^522.  There  have  been  paid,  up  to  this  date, 
6205  from  the  Assessments  of  the  year  ending  with  this  Convention; 
also  a  balance  due  to  the  Treasurer  of  $70,  and  an  outstanding  draft 
of  8-30,  making  a  total  of  $327.  Of  the  Appropriations  made  by  the 
last  Convention  $205  have  been  paid,  leaving  a  balance  of  $195  now 
in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  to  be  transmitted  to  them,  it  is  with 
much  of  regret  that  the  Committee  have  seen  by  the  Treasurer's  Ac- 
count,  that  out  of  forty. nine  parishes  Assessed,  the  past  year,  nineteen 
have  not  responded  to  the  pressing  call  which  was  then  made.  On  the 
oiher  hand,  the  Committee  notice  with  pleasure  and  especial  commen- 
dation, the  following  paiidhes  which  have  overpaid  their  Assessments, 
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viz:  Grace  Church,   Plymouth,  and  St.  Luke's  Church,  Washington 
County,  ^4;   St.  Peter's  Church,  Washington,  $15;   and  Pettigrew  .( 
Chanel,   station  in  Scuppernong,  $20.     From   information  laid  belore 
the  Committee  respecting  the  two  Ladies  uho  have  these  strong  clamis 
for  sympathy  and  assistance  from  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  they  re^ 
commend   the  following  appropriations  for  the  ensuing  year,  viz:    1  o 
Mrs.  Thurston  $175,   and  to   Mrs.  Wiley  $325,   making  the   sum  ol 
$500,  and  that  the  moneys  received  by  the  Treasurer  tor  this  ob]ect 
be  transmitted  to  them   from  time  to  time  in  the  ratio  of  their  several 
appropriations.     The  Committee  recommend  substantially  the  continu- 
ance of  the  Scale  of  Assessments  adopted  by  the  Convention  oi  184^. 
They  take  this  occasion  to  urge  upon  the  clergy  the  duty  of  as  speedy 
action  in  this  matter  as  is  practicable,  entertaining  the  hope,   that  on 
returning  to  their  friends  and  to  the  bosom  of  their  families,  they  will 
neither  forget  nor  neglect  the  sacred  claims  of  the  widovi^  and  the  orphan. 
The  Committee  submit  the  following  resolution:  r  r    r 

Resolved,  That  there  be  paid  out  of  the  Assessments  for  the  reliet  ot 
the  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  Clergymen  the  following  sums:  to 
Mrs.  Thurston  $175,  and  to  Mrs.  Wiley  $325,  to  be  transmitted  to 
them  bv  the  Treasurer  from  time  to  time  in  the  ratio  of  their  several 
appropriations,  as  the  moneys  shall  be  paid  into  his  hands,  and  any  tur- 
ther  sums  in  the  same  proportion  that  shall  be  received.  _

OF    THE 

PKOTESTANT  EPISCOPxVL  CHURCH  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA. 


ARTICLE  T. 

The  Pi-otestaiU  Episcopal  Church  in  this  State,  accedes  to,  recognises,  and  adopts, 
the  General  Constitution  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  the  United  States, 
and  acknowledges  its  authority  accordingly. 

ARTICLE  II. 
There  shall  be  an  Annual  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  at  such  time 
and  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  next  preceding  Convention. 

ARTICLE  in. 
The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen  and  Laymen.  Each  regularly 
ordained  Minister,  of  either  order,  being  settled  with  a  parochial  charge  lu  this  State; 
or  bein<r  a  President.  Professor,  or  Instructor  of  youth,  in  any  Seminary  of  Learning 
in  this  State;  or  being  a  Missionary  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  acting  under 
the  direction  of  the  Ecclesiastir-al  authority  of  this  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
seat  and  a  vote  in  the  Convenl'ion;  provided  he  shall  have  been  actually  and  canon- 
ically  a  resident  of  the  State,  or  shall  have  been  a  candidate  for  orders  belonging  to 
this  diocese,  for  the  space  of  twelve  calendar  months  next  before  the  Convention. 
Each  church  or  congregation  in  this  Diocese,  which  is  now  a  member,  or  shall 
hereafter  be  admitted  a  member  of  this  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  send  to  the 
Convention  one  or  more  Lay  Delegates,  not  exceeding  four,  to  be  chosen  by  the  Ves- 
try or  by  the  congregation,  from  among  the  members  of  such  congregation.  Pro- 
vided however,  that  no  one  person  shall  be  the  Delegate  of  more  than  one  church  or 
congregation  at  the  same  Convention.  Provided  also,  that  this  Article  shall  not 
exclude  from  the  Convention  any  Clergyman  who  is  now  and  shall  continue  to  be  % 
resident  in  this  Stale,  and  who  is  now  a  member  of  this  Convention. 

ARTICLE  IV. 
Every  Convention  shall  be  opened  with  Prayer,  and  a  Sermon,  which  shall  be  de- 
livered by  some  Clergyman  who  has  been  nominated  by  the  Ecclesiastical  authority 
of  the  Church. 

ARTICLE  V. 
A  President  shall  be  annually  appointed,  who  shall  preside  in  all  meeting  of  the 
Convention,  except  when  a  Bishop  shall  be  present,  when  he  shall,  ex-officio,  be 
President. 

ARTICLE  VI. 
A  Secretary  shall  be  annually  chosen,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  proceedings,  and  to  give  timely  notice  to  each  Minister  and  Vestry,  of  the  time 
and  place  of  each  meeting  of  the  Convention  in  this  Diocese. 

ARTICLE  VII. 
A  Standing  Committee,  of  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  seven  persons,  shall 
be  annually  chosen  by  ballot.  They  shall  have  power  to  admit  candidates  for  the 
Ministry,  and  when  there  is  not  a  Bishop,  they  shall  examine  and  pass  on  the  testi- 
monials of  foreign  Clergymen.  They  may  call  special  meetings  of  the  Conventionj 
and  shall  transact  all  other  business  as  they  are  empowered  to  do  by  the  Constitution 
and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention.  They  shall  also  have  power  to  fill  any  va- 
cancies that  may  occur  in  their  own  bo<iy  by  death,  removal,  or  otherwise,  duriBg 
the  recess  of  the  Annual  Convention. 
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ARTICLE  VIII. 

A  majority  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  this  Church  jsfiall  at  all  times  be  Clergy- 
men of  this  Diocese;  and  no  Laymtin  shall  be  appointed  a  member  of  said  commit- 
tee, except  he  be  a  communicant  of  the  Episcopal  Church. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

In  all  questions  which  shall  come  before  the  Convention,  when  it  shall  be  required 
by  the  Delegation  of  one  church  or  congregation,  or  by  any  one  clerical  member,  the 
Laity  shall  vole  by  congregations.  And  when  it  shall  be  so  required,  the  two  orders 
shall  vote  separately,  and  in  the  latter  case,  the  concurrence  of  both  orders  shall  be 
necessary  to  make  a  decision  of  the  Convention.  When  no  such  division  of  the  Con- 
vention shall  be  required,  each  member  of  the  Convention,  both  Clerical  and  Lay, 
shall  be  entitled  to  one  vote. 

ARTICLE  X. 

The  election  of  a  Bishop  in  this  Diocese  shall  be  made  in  the  following  manner: 
The  order  of  the  Clergy  shall  nominate  and  appoint  by  ballot,  some  fit  and  qualified 
Clergyman  for  that  office,  and  if  this  appointment  be  approved  by  the  Lay  order,  he 
shall  be  declared  duly  elected.  In  the  above  mentioned  nomination  and  appoint- 
ment, a  majority  of  each  order  shall  determine  the  choice— provided  that  two-thirds 
of  all  the  Clergy  entitled  to  votes  be  present;  and  two-thirds  of  all  the  congregations 
entitled  to  votes  be  represented;  otherwise  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  each  order  shall 
be  necessary  to  determine  the  choice. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

This  Constitution  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  except  by  the  concurrent  votes 
of  two-thirds  of  the  attending  members  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention — 
such  vote  being  taken  in  accordance  with  the  preceding  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Each  church  or  congregation  in  this  Diocese,  which  is  now  a  member  or  shall 
hereafter  be  admitted  a  member  of  this  Convention,  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  by  its 
Vestry,  in  addition  to  those  authorised  by  the  third  Article,  four  Alternate  Delegates, 
to  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  delegation  elect  iu  the  order  of  their  election. 
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PROTESTAxNT  EPISCOPAL  CHUECH  IN  NORTH  CAROLINA. 


CANON  I.— Passed  April  1817. 
Of  Presentments. 
Every  trial  of  a  Clergyman  iu  this  churcli,  for  misbehaviour,  shall  bo  on  present- 
ment, made  to  the  Bishop  by  the  Convention,  by  the  Vestry  of  the  Parish  to  which 
the  Clergyman  belongs,  or  by  three  or  more  Presbyters  of  the  Church.     Iu  every 
presentment  the  charge  or  charges  shall  be  distinctly  specified. 

CANON  II.— Passed  April  1817. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

For  the  trial  of  a  Clergyman,  the  Bishop  shall  appoint  three  Presbyters,  who  shall 

be  constituted  a  board  for  trying  the  accused  person.     The  Bishop  shall  fix  the  time 

ani  place  of  trial;  of  both  which,  at  least  a  mouth's  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  party 
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sccused;  and  should  he  neglect  or  refuse  to  attend,  the  trial  shall  proceed.  The 
Board  thus  conf^lituted,  s-hall  examine  ful!}',  the  charges  alleged,  and  keep  a  minuto 
and  accurate  record  of  tlie  testimony  of  the  witnesses,  and  of  every  question  and  pro- 
ceeding that  comes  before  them.  No  charge  shall  be  substantiated  on  the  testimony 
of  less  than  two  witnesses.  On  the  examination  of  any  witness,  should  the  accused 
party  require  it,  an  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  administered  by  a  magistrate.  In  all 
questions,  a  unanimous  vote  shall  be  necessary  to  a  decision.  Having  come  to  a 
decision  on  the  charge  er  charges  respectively,  the  Board  shall  communicate  their 
decision  to  the  Bishop — and  also,  iu  case  they  have  found  the  accused  guilty,  the 
sentence  which,  in  their  opinion,  should  be  pronounced.  A  certified  copy  of  the  re- 
cord of  their  proceedings  shall  be  laid  before  the  Bishop,  and  his  judgment  in  the 
case  be  final. 

CANON  III.— Passed  April  1817. 
Of  the  sentence  to  he  pronounced  upon  a  Clergyman  found  guilty  of  Mishehaviour 
This  sentence  may  be  admonition,  suspension,  degradation  from  the  ministry,  or 
excommunication;  and  shall  be  pronounced  by  the   Bishop  and  communicated  to 
every  parisii  in  the  Diocese. 

CANON  IV.— Passed  Aprii,  1319. 
Respecting  the  Call  of  a  Special  Convention. 
When  a  Special  Convention  is  called,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  in  is- 
suing the  notifications,  to  specify  therein  the  business  and  purposes  for  which  the 
Convention  is  to  be  assembled. 

CANON  v.— Passed  April  1819. 
Concerning  Parochial  Registers  and  Reports. 
In  order  to  give  effect  to  the  40th  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  in  1808,  it  is 
hereby  required  ttiat  each  Minister  of  this  church  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  the 
Baptisms,  Marriages,  and  Funerals,  solemnized  by  him  in  the  discharge  of  his  Min- 
istry; specifying  the  names  of  the  parties  married,  the  name  and  time  of  the  birth  of 
the  child  baptised,  with  the  names  of  the  parents,  and  the  name  of  the  person  buried, 
and  the  time  when  each  rite  is  performed;  which  register  shall  be  transcribed,  at 
least  once  in  every  month,  in  a  book  to  b?  kept  for  that  purpose,  belonging  to  the 
Vestry  of  each  Church.  He  shall  also  keep  a  register  of  the  names  of  the  Commu- 
nicants within  his  care.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Minister  to  report  an- 
nually to  the  Bishop,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  the  amount  or  sum  total  of 
said  registers,  and  also  tlie  amount  of  the  register  of  adults  required  to  be  kept  by  the 
aforesaid  Canon  of  the  General  Convention,  together  with  a  written  account  of  the 
state  of  the  Parish.  Which  reports  shall  be  by  the  Bishop  communicated  to  the 
Convention,  and  read  in  their  presence,  in  order  to  promote  a  general  knowledge  of 
the  state  of  the  Church;  and  shall  afterwards  be  preserved  by  the  Secretary  among 
the  records  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  VI.— Passed  April  1819. 
The  Clergy  required  to  attend  the  Meetings  of  the  Convention. 
Whereas  the  regular  attendance  of  the  Clergy  at  the  meetings  of  the  Convention, 
is  of  essential  consequence  to  the  interest  of  the  Church,  this  duty  is  hereby  enjoined 
on  them.  At  the  opening  of  each  Convention,  the  names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to 
.seats  therein  shall  be  called  over,  the  absentees  noted,  and  at  the  ensuing  Conven- 
tion they  shall  be  called  upon  for  the  reasons  of  their  absence. 

CANON  VII. — Passed  May  1842,  instead  of  the  one  passed  May  1821. 
Of  the  Forming  of  a  Congregation. 

Any  ten  or  more  Adults  may  form  themselves  into  a  congregation  of  this  church, 
and  be  received  into  union  with  this  Convention,  by  consenting  to  be  governed  by 
the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  these  United  States,  as  set  forth  in 
General  Convention,  and  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church  in  this  Dio- 
cese; by  assuming  a  name  to  designate  such  congregation;  by  ele(;ting  a  Vestry  of 
four  or  more  persons,  not  exceeding  twelve;  and  by  subscribiugr  the  following  form  of 
Ce.'-tificate,  to  be  presented  to  the  Convention  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese: 


We,  the  undersigned,  being  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  funning  ourselves  into  a 
congregation  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  these  United  States,  do  certify 
that  we  have  consented  to  be  governed  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  tlie 
Church,  as  fet  forth  in  General  Convention,  and  by  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of 

the  Church  in  this  Diocese;  that  we  have  assumed  the  name  of  • ,  [here  should

CANON  VIII.— Passed  May  1824. 
Respecting  Annual  Contributions. 
An  annual  contribution  shall  be  made  by  each  congregation  in  this  Diocese,  to 
defray  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Bishop's  visitations,  and  the  contingent  charges 
of  the  Convention,  and  likewise  to  furnish  our  quota  to  the  contingent  expenses  of 
the  General  Convention,  which  sums  shall  be  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Con- 
vention as  they  shall  be  received. 

CANON  IX.— Passed  May  1824. 
Respecting  the  Bishop's  authority  to  change  the  place  of  holding  the  Convention. 
In  all  cases  where  a  contagious  disease,  or  any  other  sufficient  cause,  shall  render 
it  necessary,  the  Bishop  n^.ay  change  the  place  of  meeting  appointed  by  tlje  Con- 
vention. 

CANON  X.— Passed  April  1825. 
To  appoint  a  Treasurer  and  to  prescribe  his  Duties. 
A  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall  be  appointed  annually.  He  shall  have  the 
custody  of  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Convention,  and  sliall  render  to  ihe  Conven- 
tion an  annual  account  of  all  moneys  so  entrusted  to  him.  The  said  Treasnier  shall, 
ex-officio,  receive  all  money  from  the  Trustees  or  General  Agent  of  the  Fund  for  the 
Episcopate  as  it  may  be  collected,  and  vest  the  same,  and  all  interest  and  dividends 
thereon,  in  the  Capital  Stocks  of  some  one  of  the  Banks  of  the  State. 

CANON  XL— Passed  May  1827. 

Authorising  the  Treasurer  to  invest  ihe  Money  belonging  to  ihe  Convention. 
The  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  shall,  from  time  to  time,  invest  in  stock,  or  put 
out  to  interest  on  good  security,  as  lie  may  deem  most  advantageous,  all  moneys  in 
the  Treasury  not  especially  appropriated;  and  all  sums  received  for  the  use  of  the 
Episcopate. 

CANON  XII.— Passed  May  1830. 
Pointing  out  ihe  Additional  Duties  of  ihe  Secretary. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  preserve  for  the  use  of  the  members  of  the 
Convention,  during  its  Sessions,  six  copies  of  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  this 
Church;  and  each  year  to  preserve  for  the  same  purpose,  six  copies  of  the  printed 
Journals  of  Convention.  These  papers  the  Secretary  shall  cause  to  be  present  at 
each  Convention. 

CANON  XIIL— Passed  May  1830. 
On  the  Election  of  a  Bishop. 
The  Lay  Delegates  of  no  congregation  which  is  formed  after  a  vacancy  has  oc- 
curred in  the  office  of  Bishop,  by  death  or  otherwise,  shall  vote  in  the  election  of  the 
next  successor  in  the  office,  or  upon  any  question  touching  such  election. 

CANON  XIV.— Passed  May  1311. 

Relating  to  the  Standing  Cummittee. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  to  hold  meetings 

for  the  transaction  of  busines.s  at  every  Convention  of  the  Diocese;  and  this  Canon 

is  hereby  declared  to  be  due  notice  to  each  member  of  the  same,  to  assemble  at  th» 

lime  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  earli  Animal  Convention. 


Adopted  at  variolas  Sittings  of  tlie  Coiavewtion. 


Resolved,  Tlmt  witli  the  consent  of  liis  Vestry,  it  be  the  duty  of  every  settled 
Clergyman,  not  huvinjr  more  than  two  congregations  in  his  Parochial  Cnre,  to  de- 
vote one  Snnday  in  every  three  months  to  IMissionary  labor,  and  that  the  Bishop  have 
the  power  of  regulating  the  time  and  place  of  service.— [.lc/o;;/ef/  May  i83'2.] 

Resolved,  That  the  Vestries  of  such  churches  in  this  Diocese  as  may  he  destitute 
of  Clergymen,  be  reque.sted  to  forward  to  the  Secretary,  at  least  one  month  before 
the  meeting  of  every  Annual  Convention,  a  report  of  the  slate  and  condition  of  said 
cliurches. — [Adopted  June  1835.] 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  requested  to  annex  to  liis  Report,  the  list  of  those 
congregations  which  have  failed  or  may  hereafter  fail  to  pay  the  sums  asses^-ed  for 
tiie  Bishop's  Salary  and  Contingent  Fund,  in  the  hope,  that  upon  such  deficiency 
being  brought  to  their  notice,  they  may  transmit  the  same  prom\)t\\  .—[Adopted  May 
1836.] 

Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  every  Clergyman,  to  procure  annually  the 
sum  of  at  lea.-?t  Five  Dollars,  in  money  or  books,  lor  the  increase  of  said  Library. 

Resolved,  That  each  Clergyman  present  tlin  Librarian  with  a  list  of  the  Books  in 
his  own  or  his  Parish  Library,  t<o  that  unnecessary  dn[)!icates  may  not  be  purchased, 
and  that  each  may  know  where  to  apply  lor  any  needed  set  of  ]joo\is.— [Adopted 
May  1841.] 

Resolved,  That  in  addition  to  the  other  Standing  Committees,  there  shall  be  one 
appointed  at  each  Convention,  to  be  called  the  Committee  on  the  Admissiuii  of  New 
Congregations. — [Adopted  May  184.'2.] 

Resolved,  That  every  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese,  having  a  Parochial  Cure,  be 
hereby  enjoined  to  press  upon  his  congregation,  in  a  public  discourse  at  least  once  a 
year,  the  high  obligations  under  which  we  lie  to  contribute  from  our  means,  on  the 
principle  of  Systematic  Charity,  as  recommended  by  the  Bishop  and  adopted  by  the 
Diocese, 

Resolved,  That  each  Clergyman  having  a  Parochial  Cure,  or,  where  there  is  uo 
Clergyman,  the  Wardens  of  a  Parish,  be  requested  to  transmit  quarterly,  to  the 
Treasurer,  the  amount  collected  up  to  that  time  for  Missionary  operations. — [Adopt- 
ed May  1844.] 

Resolved,  That  hereafter,  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Church,  and  Reso- 
lutions of  Conventions  continuing  in  force,  with  the  Rules  of  Order,  shall  be  printed 
as  an  Appendix  to  the  Journals  of  each  sitting  of  the  Couventlon.— [Adopted  May 
1844.] 

Whereas,  the  General  Convention  of  1844  enacted  a  Canon,  allowing  to  each 
Bishop,  under  certain  limitations  and  restrictions,  a  due  discretion  in  the  calling,  trial, 
and  examination  of  Deacons,  whenever  he  should  be  requested  so  to  do  by  the  Con- 
vention of  his  Diocese:  Tiierefore 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  does  hereby  request  the  Bi.shop  of  this  Diocese  to 
use  the  discretion  allowed  in  said  Canon,  so  far  as  may  seem  to  him  for  ^e  glory  of 
God  and  the  good  of  his  Church. — [Adopted  May  1845.] 

Resolved  by  the  Convevtion  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese 
of  North  Carolina,  That  the  Right  Rev.  Levi  S.  Ives,  together  with  two  Laymen, 
to  be  chosen  by  ballot,  be  and  hereby  are  appointed  Trustees  for  said  Cjiurch,  to  re- 
ceive donations,  and  to  purchase,  take,  and  hold  property,  real  and  personal,  in  trust 
for  said  Church;  pursuant  to  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  ratified  the  eighth  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1845,  and  entitled  an  Act  to  a- 
mend  the  Revised  Statutes,  entitled  Religious  Societies. — [Adopted  May  1845.] 

Resolved,  Tiiat  the  Form  of  Parochial  Reports  be  hereafter  printed  with  the  Jour- 
nals,  and  that  the  Clergv  be  requested  to  conform  to  the  same  in  their  Reports. — [-•!- 
dopted  May  1846. 
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liesolreJ,  That  liercifler  it  sliull  be  llie  «iiity  of  tlio  .Secretary  of  each  Vestry,  to 
transmit  to  tlie  Minister  of  the  Parish  where,  the  Anmial  Couveiilion  of  tlie  Diocese 
may  sit,  a  certificate  of  the  election  of  the  Dfle<jates  to  said  Convention;  and  also  to 
fiirnisli  a  diiphcate  of  said  certificate  to  some  one  of  said  Delejrates,  wliose  duty  it 
sliall  be  to  hand  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  in  time  for  proper  ac- 
tion thereon. — [Adopted  May  lc47. 

Rrsolved,  That  the  resohitions  of  1841,  on  the  subject  of  the  Fund  for  the  Relief 
of  Disabled  Cltrijymen  and  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  Deceased  Clergymen, 
\)c,  and  they  are  hereby  repealed. 

Resolved,  Th:it  a  Committee,  to  consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  t?\o  Laymen,  bei 
annually  appointed  by  the  President  of  tiie  Convention,  to  be  called  "the  Committee 
for  the  relief  of  di.sab!ed  Clercrymen,  and  of  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of  deceased 
Clergymen,"  wiiose  duty  it  shall  be  to  ascertain  and  report  the  amount  of  irionry 
which  will  probably  be  wanted  dnrino;  the  succeedinjr  year  for  such  purpose,  to  rnako 
a  definite  appropriation  in  each  and  every  case  requirinor  aid,  aiul  to  make  a  scale  of 
asse.ssment,  upon  the  Parishe.s,  proportioned  generally  to  the  existing  scale  of  assess- 
ments for  Bishop's  salary  and  Contingent  fund.  Provided,  that  in  case  there  be  at 
any  time  no  proper  objects,  there  shall  be  no  call  made. 

Resolved,  Tb.at  the  Treasurer  of  the  Conv'nition  shall  be  the  Treasurer  of  this 
Committef>,  that  he  receive  the  moneys  contributed  to  this  Fund,  and  pay  th<^ui  out 
on  the  receipt  of  ilie  individual.^,  or  their  representatives,  to  whom  tlie  appropriations 
may  have  been  made. — [Adopted  May  1848. 

Resohed,  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  he  'w-,  hereby  directed  to  pay  the  sum  of  .^oO 
to  all  Cler^^ymeii  who  may  i)e  appointed  and  attend  as  Delegates  to  the  General 
Cvjuventioii  of  the  Ciiurch  from  this  Diocese. —  [Adopted  May  1848. 
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1.  The  organization  of  the  Convention  by  the  President. 

ti.  The  Convention  shall  then  proceed  to  appoint  a  Secretary  by  ballot. 

3.  The  Committees  on  the  State  of  the  Church,  and  of  Finance,  and  the  Commit- 
tee on  New  Congregations,  each  consisting  of  five,  and  a  Conimittee  to  be  called  ibo 
Missionary  Committee,  to  consi.st  of  seven  persons,  and  all  Special  Committeps,  shall 
next  be  appointed.

10.  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall  continue  standing,  or 
shall  afterwards  stand  up,  except  to  address  the  Chair. 

11.  Every  member  wlio  shall  deliver  his  opinion,  or  speak  in  any  debate,  .^hall, 
with  due  respect,  addre.ss  himself  to  the  President,  and  confine  himself  strictly  to  the 
point  in  debate. 

12.  No  motion  shall  be  debated,  or  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  Convention, 
unless  seconded;  and,  if  required,  reduced  to  writing  aufl  read  by  the  Secretary. 

13.  WlHii  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  motion  shall  be  made  except 
to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  or  to  postpone  it;  a  motion  to  adjourn,  however,  shall 
always  be  in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  without  debute.  A  question  on  amendment 
must  be  decided  before  the  original  motion. 

14.  A  question  once  decided,  shall  stand  as  the  judgment  of  tlie  Convention,  anrl 
no;,  be  drawn  again  into  debate,  except  with  the  consent  of  two-tliirds  of  the  Con- 
vention: Provided  ahcay.-i,  that  any  member  of  the  Convention  voting  in  favor  of 
any  resolution,  may,  on  the  same  day  on  which  the  vote  is  ta^ken,  move  a  recon- 
sideration of  said  vote. 

15.  No  member  shall  be  absent  from  the  Sessions  of  the  Convention,  unless  he 
have  leave,  or  be  from  sickness  unable  to  attend. 

Kj.  When  the  Convt-ntion  is  about  to  rise,  every  member  ,<hall  keep  his  seat  until 
the  President  leaver  the  Chair.
